WARMER WEATHER WILL BE 
HERE SATURDAY. 


BOON TO THE UNFORTUNATE. 


The Winter Is Not Over, but No Bitter 
Spells Are in Immediate 
Prospect. 


There is hope and light and life ahead for 
the city’s poor. 

The cold wave is ended, notwithstanding 
the gloomy predictions given out by the 
Weather Bureau Thursday. 

Within the next few days the warmth 
and sunshine which even organized charity 
could not give will be as free to the desti- 
tute as to the wealthy. 

Forecaster Frankenfield says the weather 
will grow warmer from now on and that 
there is no immediate prospect of another 
cold wave. 

The rise in temperature began Thursday 
afternoon. Within twenty-four hours the 
temperature in St. Louis rose 10. degrees. 
At 7 o'clock Friday morning the ther- 
mometer registered 11 above, as against 1 
above at 7 o’clock Thursday morning. 

This was a greater rise than that re- 
corded anywhere in the Mississippi Valley 
and almost a record-breaker for this sec- 
tion at this season. 

Dr. Frankenfleld says that the weather 
will be fair and warmer Friday afternogn, 
and still warmer Saturday. Friday night 
the temperature will range from 15 to 18 
degs. above. Saturday, according to the 
weather forecaster, the thermometer should 
go as high as 32 degs. 

‘“Tt’s all off,’’ said Dr. Frankenfield, when 
the reporter called on him Friday morning. 
“Don’t ask me why, but it’s a fact. The 
cold wave has gone. The cold air which 
has been pressing down on us has: becn 
gradually warmed. The ten degrees rise 
in St. Louis is largely local. The rise in 
temperature has not been so great out of 
town, but there is every indication that the 
cold wave is broken. 

“The rise has been general all over. the 
country, except in a small section of South 


- Dakota, where the temperature. fell last 


night. ‘The conditions are such that we 
cannot have another cold wave very soon. 

“It will get: warmer gradually for some 
time. Of course it is not likely that the 
winter is over. There is plenty of cold air 
above us yet, and it is apt to swoop down 
On us several! times ‘before spring.’ "’ 

The end of the cold wave palliates the mis- 
ery of the city’s poor. The destitute are 
not yet out of harm's way, but the agonies 
of destitution endured during the week are 
at an end, ° 

The charitable people of the city are 
aroused. Enough clothing hag been donat- 
ed to warmly clothe 30,000 men, women and 
children. The contributions of money will 
put shoes on the barefooted and supply 
enough coal to ward off sickne:s from ex- 
posure. 

Mayor Walbridge has issued an appeal to 
the citizens asking them to increase their 
contributions to the organized charities. 

The employes of the Union Depot Railway 
Co, set a noble example Friday when they 
turned over to the police $516.40, raised by 
voluntary contributions. 

The effect of the systematic work of re- 
lief was evidenced by the diminished num- 
ber of applicants at the relief association 
depots and police stations. 

Despite all that has been done, President 
R. M. Scruggs of the Provident Association 
says it will take $25,000 for the soctety to 
continue doing effective work during the 
winter,

Frank O’Reil- 
ly was substituted for Peter Murphy in the 
Thirteenth Ward. 

Chairman Cook called Charles D. McClure 
to the chair. Upon taking the chair tem- 
porarily, Mr. McClure called for nomina- 
tions for a temporary secretary. Isaac 


Conran, secretary of the old City Commit- 
tee, was nominated. A. C. Maroney, mem- 
ber from the Nineteenth Ward in the old 
committee, was nominated, but withdrew 
in favor of Conran. 

Conran was elected unanimously and took 
his place as temporary secretary and called 
the roll. 

Chas. D. MeClure, Howard Blosom, Given 
Campbell and Col. Ed Devoy were placed in 
nomination for permanent chairman. 
Mr. Blossom. withdrew in. faver-of Given 
Campbell Mr. Campbell withdrew on ‘tthe 
ground that He would be absent from the 
city. Mr. McClure insisted that his nomi- 
nation was not seconded,.and that his name 
was not before the body and he refused to 
run.

IN OREGON. 


DYNAMITE AND FIRE CALLED IN 
REQUISITION. 


EXPRESS CAR WAS BURNED. 


Two Safes Blown Open and Looted and 
the Highwaymen Got Safe- 
ly Away. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 29.—The north- 
bound overland train which left San Fran- 
cisco Wednesday and is due here this morn- 
ing, was held up two miles west of Rose- 
burg, Ore., early this morning. AS soon as 
possible after the holdup began Fireman 
Hendricks of the train crew slipped from 
the engine and ran on to Roseburgand gave 
the ala Arming himself quickly he 
started back to the scene of the trouble. 
Superintendent Fields of the Southern Pa- 
cific road, who was at Roseburg, quickly 
took a posse of a dozen armed men and an 
engine and started for the scene. Heavy ex- 
plosions of dynamite or powder were dis- 
tinctly heard at Roseburg. During the 
progress of the holdup the light of either a 
fire or a torch was seen. Fireman Hen- 
dricks stated that the train was first flag- 
ged by the highwaymen. The express car 
was then looted and burned, and the safe 
biown open. No one was hurt and the 
highwaymen succeeded in making their 
escape. 

The express car was detached from the 
train by the robbers and the door blown 
open with dynamite. Two small safes in the 
car were then blown open and looted. The 
express car then took fire. The conductor 
and trainmen worked hard to save the car 
after the robbers had gone, but the car 
and contents were destroyed. 

The train was on time at Shady Point, 
where Engineer Morris saw a man at the 
side of the track waving a flag. He slowed 
up for the signal and as he brought the 
train to a stop a man armed with two re- 
volvers came over the back of the tender 
and covered him. At the same time another 
armed man appeared at the side‘of the 
cab, and presenting a revolver, ordered the 
engineer not to attempt to move the train, 
but to come down at once and go with them 
to the express car. 

The fireman in the meantime had got 
down on the other side. Two robbers and 
the engineer then went to the express car, 
where the robbers ordered the express mes- 
senger to open the door. But the mes- 
senger refused to do so. The robbers un- 
coupled the express car, returned to the 
engine and backed the train, leaving the 
express car separated. Meantime the ex- 
press messenger had seized the opportunity 
to step out of the car. 

After breaking the train in two the rob- 
bers returned to the express car and with 
heavy charges of dynamite blew the door

“Bear in mind, I do not mean to say that 
the existence of these people should prevent 
organized charity from helping the needy 
promptly in cases of emergency. It is better 
that half a dozen unworthy families be 
helped than that one worthy family should 
suffer from cold and hunger. Organized 
charity should ask no questions in a time 
like this. In times of prosperity, though, it 
should ferret out the unworthy and mark 
them well. 

“That is what we have done. We know 
the chronic mendicants and consequently 
we have not been imposed on to any great 
extent. They know us, too, and avoid us. 

“This class fattens off private charity. 
This is one of the strongest reasons why all 
work in emergencies of this kind should be 
done through organized charity. 

“Municipal action would help matters 
much. The calling of a mass-meeting would 
only attract the attention of the chronic 
charity seekers. In my opinion Mayor Wal- 
bridge took the proper course in appealing 
to the public to contribute to the funds of 
the charitable associations.

Let us stand up for our 
State and rebuke these hoary, wrinkled, 
hardened sinners.”’

ECKELS AND MONEY. 

Perhaps, after awhile, we will be able 
to get along and do business without 
money. That is what the students of the 
Socialist school of politics have long been 
contending, And Mr. Eckels, Comptroller 
of the Currency, is arguing along the 
same line of thought. Speaking to the 
House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, Mr. Eckels said: 7 

The day had passed when ithe vélume of 
money was its most important factor. Im- 
proved facilities for transportation and 
methods of exchange had lessened the im- 
portance of a large voliime. Improved 
credit was more important, 

Logically, if Mr. Eckels is right, con- 
tinuing and increasing progress in the 
way of “improved facilities for transport- 
ation” and “methods of exchange’’ will, 
in time, bring us to the point whefe 
money as a medium of exchange and a 
measure of value will be no longer need- 
ed, Of course this contention sets aside 
the experience of centuries that the 
greater the volume of exchange the great- 
er the demand and the necessity for 
money. Thatis the way the business men 
who built up the commerce of this coun- 
try and who always did their own think- 
ing used to figure, 

Bills of credit, drafts, checks, nates or 
any form of negotiable paper can per- 
form that function of money described in 
the words “a medium of exchange.” But 
they cannot perform that most vital 
function of money described in the words 
“@ measure of value.” As a medium of 
exchange a piece of negotiable paper of 
the face value of fifty dollars may. be 
made to pay a thousand dollars in debts. 
But it cannot fix the value of one ton or 
one pound of commodities. It is not, and 
can never de, “a measure of value.” It 
is mot money. The thing which measures 
values is money. And here comes in 
that immutable law of supply and de- 
mand which decrees that if the supply of 
money be scarce, and the demand for it 
correspondingly great, its value will enor- 
mously increase, and when it is used as 
@ measure of value the value of every- 
thing it measures must fallin proportion 
with its own overvaluation. This law can 
only be suspended in cases where the 
article measured is as scarce, correspond- 
ingly, as the money which measures it. 

The Socialist proposes to suspend the 
law of supply and demand by controlling 
the supply. Mr, Eckels has not got that 
As the case stands the 
Socialist has the advantage of Eckels on 
the merits of the argument. 


Comptroller Roberts of New York gives 
good reason why taxation should be more 
equal. “The Government throws its 
strong arm around the capitalist in the 
shape of a protective tariff; it gives the 
inventor exclusive rights in the way of 
@ patent covering a long series of years; 
it gives him and his friends special priv- 
ileges in the shape of a corporation qhar- 
ter, whereby they combine large amounts 
of capital and thus conduct a vastly more 
successful business than they could if 
acting individually; it gives them the 
right of eminent domain, by which they 
overrun the interests of the individual 
whether he likes it or not; it grants them 
limited liability as members of the cor- 
poration; it permits them to issue bonds 
and borrow money on them for long 
periods, something an individual cannot 
do; it protects them in their corporate 
rights by the strong arm of the civil and 
military law; it protects the lawyer, the 
doctor and other professional men from 
uneducated and unskilled competition by 
requiring a thorough course of study and 
a qualifying examination.’? Surely, cap- 
ital should show some appreciation of the 
blessings and privileges it enjoys. Chris- 
tianity demands something from it in 
return, No great fortune has ever come 
without its responsibilities, 


“The apparent reluctance of the people 
of the United States to redeem their pub- 
lic obligations is the chief cause of dis- 
trust,” says Comptroller Eckels. This is 
queer talk after the election of a gold 
standard administration, There is cer- 
tainly no disposition anywhere to repu- 
diate public obligations. Let us have no 
more of this, Start the prosperity wave 
at once,

}Symphony attracted more people to Music 
Hall than dif Yvette Guilbert the night 
before. Perhaps to many the half hour of 
orchestration was as unintelligible as the 
babbilage of the chanteuse. Yet even to 
these there must have been uplifting mo- 
ments. The connec#ion between sound and 
sense is so keen that the most untutored 
musical inteHigence can apprehend the im- 
pulse of nobility and beauty in the compos- 
er’s mind. At least the contour of his in- 
spiration impresses where: only the di- 
lettante catch the beauty of the specializing 
features. 

Schumann's third symphony is called 
“The Renish’ because the impulse was 
caught from the Cathedral of Cologne and 
the spectacle of the in#tallation of a Car- 
dinal Archbishop. The impression of the 
ceremony is recorded in the fourth move- 
ment. If we hadn't the composer's word 
for the other movements (he says they are 
national in character), we might take them 
to be Hghter developments of the sacred 
inspiration. There is a strain of statell- 
ness through the melodic embroidery of the 
vivacious measures, Even the Scherzo has 
been reduced to an antique and dignified 
minuet. One could aptly call the work 
“The Gothic Symphony.” The airy grace, 
persistent ornamentation and charming 
cohtrasts would make a counterpart of the 
architectural device that gives the gracefw) 
line and beauty to the Gothic cathedral that 
gave the tone poet his creative impulse. 

A carping critic might pick flaws in the 
work of Mr. Ernst and his musicians. The 
few slight technical blemishes detracted 
none at all from the beauty of the work 
or the orchestra’s meed of praise for their 
superb execution. , 

The disappointment over Miss Bertha 
Harmon-Force’s illness was nullified by the 
substitution of Mr. Humphrey..

SENATOR PEERS INTRODUCES A 
BILL IN THE SENATE. 


A HEAVY PENALTY ATTACHED. 


Local Bookmakers Say the Bill Will 
Never Be Passed—General 
Sporting News. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 29.—Sena/or 
Peers to-day introduced a bill in the Senate 
providing that pool-selling or bookmaking 
in any part of the State or under any clir- 
stances be prohibited. The penalty for vio- 
lw:ion is one year’s imprisonment, $1,000 fine, 
or both, 


The news that a bill had beén introduced 
to prohibit pool-selling entirely aroused a 
good deal of interest among the local book- 
makers, but they all took the view that 
the bill would not become a law because of 
the Fair Grounds interests, which they pre- 
sumed would be arrayed against such a 
measure. The passage of such a law would 
make, racing at the Fair Grounds practi- 


cally out of the question. 
Secretary Aull of the Fair Association 
id: 


“I do not know anything about the Dill 
as yet. This is the first I have heard of it. 
The passage of such a measure would sim- 
ply render valueless about $2,000,000 worth 
of racingeproperty in this State.

A GOOD MEMORY. 


REMEMBERS AN INCIDENT THAT 
NEARLY PROVED FATAL. 


ATTACKED BY DR. LOUIS PIM. 


Friends Interfered When the Doctor’s 
Surgical Knife Was at 
His Throat.

If Arthur Duestrow has systematized de- 
lusions, as some experts say, he also has a 
pretty clear memory. 

Thursday afternoon he sent for a Post- 
Dispatch reporter and téld him of an Mmei- 
dent of his roistering days, when he was 
nearer death for a few minutes than he is 
now, with a sentence to hang Feb. 16 over 
his head. 

The millionaire murderer introduced him- 
self to the reporter as the Prince Von Bran- 
denburg, commander of the Prussian Army. 
After he had explained how he was the 
Prince and how Duestrow occupied a cell 
on the other side of the jail, he told how 
much farther from death the condemned 
man is now than he was on one occasion,

When Duestrow con- 
tinued it time after time Dr. Pim became 
angry, told him several times to stop and 
once made a rush at him, but Duestrow 
got away. : 

A few minutes later Dr. Pim’s hat was 
again smashed. Quick as a flash the en- 
raged doctor opened his grip and drew out 
a jong, sharp-bladed knife and made a rush 
for Duestrow. 

Duestrow jumped back and fell through 
the glas: door separating the barroom from 
the lobby. The back of his neck was cut b 
the glass, and the knife in Dr. Pim’s han 
was almost touching Duestrow’s throat 
when Dr. C. A. Newcomb and George Steele 

rabbed Pim, threw him back and took the

Both corrob- 
orated the story as told by Duestrow. Dr. 
Pim could not be found.

THEY DIFFERED ON FUSION. 


But Came Together Before the Cam- 
paign Was Over and There Was 
No More Friction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO, Mo., Jan. 2%.—Reports have 
been printed charging that there were se- 
rious differences between Chairman Sam 
Cook of the State Democratic Committee 
and Gov. Lon Stephens, and that these dif- 
ferences have grown. into bitter personal 
dislike. The State Chairman has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

“It may be as well to say now In order 
that no one may be misled by these reports 
that there were no personal differences be- 


tween the head of the State ticket and the 
Chairman of the State Committee during 
the entire campaign. Further, that there 
were no differences as to the policy of the 
campaign, with the single exception that 
the policy of the Chairman to fuse with the 
Populists on electors at the earliest possible 
date and trust to the alliance thus begun to 
bring about co-operat.on in behalf of the 
Democratic State ticket was opposed by the 
majority of the State nominees, who 
thought that no fusion should be effected 
on electors unless it was accompanied at 
the time with the withdrawal of the Pop- 
ulist State ticket. 

“The Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee was firmly convinced that an 
effort to force the withdrawal of the 
Populist State ticket-in the early stages of 
the campaign would result {n bitter hostility 
between these two forces and lose the De- 
mocracy the support of the “— mass of 
Populists who were sincerely anxious to 
defeat the advocates of the gold standard, 
The policy of the chairman was finally sus- 
tained by the unanimous approval of all in- 
terested parties. The fusion on electors, 
with the distinct aes gene and ee- 
ment that there should be no fusion of the 
Populists with the Republicans on State 
officers, was followed in due time with cor- 
dial co-operation between the two p es 
which led up to the withdrawal of Judge 
North, the nominee of the Populists for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, in favor of 
Judge Bland and the subsequent withdra¢al 
of Judge Jones in favor of Gov. Stephens. 

“The policy of the State Committee in 
dealing with the Populists did not meet 
with the approval of all Democrats at the 
time. Many intelligent and patriotic party 
leaders doubted the wisdom of the course 
pursued. In the very nature of things dif- 
ferences could not be avoided under such 
extraordinary conditions. These differences, 
however, were at no time personal. There 
were differences early in the campaign 
within the committee as to the policy of 
the party on fusion. Before the close of 
the campaign, however, the committee and 
the candidates were in perfect accord on 
this important feature of the canvass and 
the result justifies the wisdom of the course 
pursued,”’

The Senate Committee Listen to the 
Same Old Sore-Head Yarns

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 29.—The Sen- 
ate Committee appointed to investigate the 
workings of the Kansas City Police De- 
partment began its Tabors yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. The committee is com- 
posed of Senators Morton, Orchard and 
Gray, the first-named being Chairman. Sen- 
ator Ballard was also present at the hear- 
ing. 

Mayor Jones, who appeared before the 
House Committee as prosecutor, gave way 
yesterday to ex-Senator Lyman, who has a 
political grievance against Police Commis- 
sioners Fyke and Johnson, and he will try 
to even up with them during the investiga- 
tion. Attorneys Waters and Lucas appeared 
for the Police Department. 

Chief Julian and other police officers 
were present when Chairman Morton rapped 
for order in the Probate Court room and 


announced that the committee was ready for 
business. 

The Times, which is actively assisting the 
Republican Mayor and the Star in their war 
upon the Police Department, pays the mem- 
‘bers of the committee many handsome com- 
pliments in ite morning issue. 

The animus of the present fight against 
Commissioners Fyke and Johnson is more 
clearly indicated by the appearance of Ly- 
man as’ prosecutor of the Lyons charges 
than any one incident since the on te’ f be- 
gan. Lyman was the servile tooi of the 
railroad lobby during ‘this term in the Sen- 
ate and was overwhelmingly defeated for 
renomination largely upon that issue. The 
people cite his appearance as a proof that 
the lobby ies actively taking a hand against 
the present Commissioners and Chief of 
Police.

Sprinkling Approved. 


The Board of Public Improvements Fri- 
day approved the plans and specifications 
for street sprinkling for the ensuing season. 


Bide for the fifty-four districts will be 
opened Feb. 14. 
All streets, avenues and public places 


must be sprinkled four times each week- 
day and three times on Sunday. The streets 
must be sprinkled in regular rotation. Two- 
horse wagons must be used, carrying a tank 
containing not less than 600 lons. The 
wagons must be so arranged that the spray 
of water is under ‘the control of the driver. 
If a contractor neglects to sprinkle a 
street or floods ft, two-thirteenths of his 
monthly pay for the etreet will be deducted.

Resolved, further, that to the end thet 
these relations of peace and amity now 
happi', existing between them and all 
nations may be perpetually preserved 
and that wars may he discouraged and, 
as far as practicable, made impossible, 
the United States favors the princ!ple 
and practice of international arbitration 
for the settlement of all questions in 
difference between them and any other 
nation which they may fail to adjust by 
treaty or diplomatic negotiation . 

Resolved, further, That the United 
States do hereby avow it as their future 
policy and intention, whenever there 
shall arise any question in difference 
between them and any other nation 
which they may fail to adjust by treaty 
or diplomatic negotiation, that they 
shall and will, so far as they can con- 
sistently with the national honor and 
established national policies, agree 
with such other nations to submit 
such questions in difference to the arbi- 
trament and final decision of an inter- 
national court of arbitration. Such court

THE WIND WORKS BY RULE. 


The Mercury Drops at Stated Intervals 
According to Regulations of 
the North Wind.

Maj. Emory 8S. Foster looked out of the 
window at the smoke carried north from a 
hundred chimneys, took a deep “draw’”’ on 
his long-stemmed pipe and chuckied in a 
satisfied way. 

Maj. Foster is the Secretary of the Board 
of Public Improvements. He 1s also the 


City Hall Weather Prophet. 

For thirty years he has been a close ob- 
server of the habits and caprices of the 
weather. He makes no claim to infallibility, 
but he has sufficient confidence in his pre- 
dictions to shape his plans in conformity 
to them, and he says he seldom makes a 
mistake. 

Away back in the 60s the Major conducted 
a fruit farm. A sudden variation of temper- 
ature often meant thousands of dollars to 
him. He says he noticed that there was 
regularity in falls of temperature. Every 
six or seven days the course of the wind was 
from the north, bringing a fall of tempera- 
ture. Every third week it was about 40 de- 
grees. The other two times it was only 
about 20. In thirty years’ observation Maj. 
Foster claims there has never been any 
noteworthy deviation from this. The 40-de- 
gree falls always come within eighteen to 
twenty-one days of each other. The usual 
life of a north wind, he claims, ¢s three to 
three and one-half days. 

Maj. Foster watched the smoke anxiously 
Thursday. He breathed easier when the 
wind veered around and came from the 
south. 

“T was afraid,” he said, “that we were 
going to have the wind from the north for 
ten days. I have known that to happen but 
once or twice. If it had done so the temper- 
ature would have gone down probably to 
10 degrees below. The wind will come from 
the north again about Sunday, causing a 
fall of 20 degrees, but I anticipate that the 
mercury will have climbed to 20 above by 
that time. so we will get at the worst only 
zero weather.”’ 

Maj. Foster's daughter, Miss Jessie Fos- 
ter, a gifted singer, has often avoided col- 
lision with a cold wave by following her 
father’s predictions, Only once she ig- 
nored them. She announced a concert at 
Belleville. Her father warned her, but she 
said she would defy the weather just once. 
There was a fall of ® degrees on the night 
of the concert, preceded by a terrible snow- 
storm. ‘Many persons who had purchased 
seats did not venture out and the concert 
was a ‘“‘frost.”’ 

Miss Foster always took her father’s ad- 
vice after that.
